Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The "Response to Arguments" section of the Final Office Action 
dated 9/22/06 was discussed. First, the limitation "a storage recording medium which can be returned to the customer" 
of claims 1,11 and 1 5 was discussed. The applicant argued that the medium of Mclntyre was not in a form than could 
be returned to the customer. The examiner argued that as mentioned in the Office Action, any type of medium "can 
be" returned to the user, even if it is not practical to do so. An agreement was not reached on this limitation. Next, the 
limitation of "express notification of the expiration of a storage period for the photographic image data sets" was 
discussed. The applicant suggested amending claims 1,11 and 15 so that the image storage expiration determining 
unit includes the limitation of express notification. The examiner agreed that as best recalled, Mclntyre fails to teach 
this limitation and the amendment would require further search and consideration. 
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
